TWO young mums one of whom 
was pregnant with her second 
child were killed in a tragic car 
crash at the weekend. 

Faye McKoy, 24, of Tenby Road, 
Spencer and Donna Morgan, 22, 
of Brookside Meadows were 
killed when the car they were 
travelling in crashed northbound 
on the slip road at junction 15a - 
Northampton Services - on the 
Ml in the early hours of Saturday. 

The police have said that the 
Peugeot hit ‘roadside furniture’ 
and are currently investigating 
how the driver lost control. 

Both Miss McKoy and Miss 
Morgan were pronounced dead 
at the scene and the driver of the 
car, named locally as Alecia 
Brown, remains in hospital and 
although initially was described 
as having serious life threatening 
injuries police have said that her 
condition is now improving. 

It’s still not clear where the 
women were travelling to or from 
when the car crashed. 

Friends and family have been 
paying tribute to the pair on 
social networking sites, and plan 
to hold a memorial service 
tonight at Brookside Meadows, 
on what would have been Miss 
Morgan’s 23rd birthday. 

More than 2,000 people have 
joined groups to pay tribute to 
Miss Morgan and Miss McKoy, 



who was pregnant with her 
second child when she died. 

Miss McKoy’s mother, Sarah 
York thanked people on 
Facebook for their kind words 
and support. 

The family of Miss Brown also 
wrote in the group of Miss McKoy 
to pay their respects. 

They said: “Faye we love you, 
and we feel the pain that your 
family is going through right now. 
May your soul rest in eternal 
peace. God bless your baby girl, 
may his angels guide and protect 
her and your family.” 

Another friend, Jessica North 
said: “Faye, you were a good 
friend, taken too soon. It still has¬ 
n’t quite sunk in yet, I will never 


forget the good times we had. You 
and Donna are going to be 
missed by a lot of people. Your 
beautiful little girl will be taken 
good care of, it was only the other 
day we was texting each other 
about the baby and how excited 
you were. Thinking of your family 
at this very sad time.” 

A friend of Donna’s, Louise Peet 
said: “I can’t believe you have 
gone I’m really going to miss our 
chats at work. You bought a smile 
to the place, heaven has a special 
angel.”

Enterprise Zone set to bring 
lower rates for businesses

THE economy in Northampton is set to 
receive a huge boost after the town was 
earmarked to become one of the 
Government’s Enterprise Zones. 

The local council, MP, and business 
representatives have welcomed the 
news that a large stretch of the town has 
been given the green light to the plans 
which could create thousands of jobs 
and pave the way for hundreds of new 
businesses to settle in the area. 

The Northampton’s waterside project, 
which follows the River Nene and cov¬ 
ers 120 hectares of the town from 
Sixfields to Brackmills, will allow busi¬ 
nesses to take advantage of lower rates 
and simplified planning laws. 

Local authorities hope to turn the 
town into a centre of advanced tech¬ 


nologies and performance engineering. 
In just three years the Enterprise Zone 
plans to bring in almost 400 new busi¬ 
nesses and 7,700 new jobs, with over 
17,000 created by 2021. 

Northampton Borough Council has 
welcomed the news. Councillor David 
Palethorpe, leader of the council said: 
“This puts Northampton on the map 
as the place to do business in the 
motorsport industry. Building on the 
reputation of‘Motorsport Valley’ we will 
be looking to attract major investors 
from around the world. Working with 
our successful existing businesses and 
the ambitions of our university, we have 
the chance to see Northampton 
become a world renown centre for engi¬ 
neering and innovation.” 

Paul Griffiths, chief executive of 
Northamptonshire Chamber, said: 
“This is fantastic news, not only for 


Northampton, but the county as a 
whole. To be chosen as one of only 11 
new Enterprise Zones in the UK shows 
businesses that what we have to offer in 
Northampton is hard to match else¬ 
where. 

“This Enterprise Zone promises to 
strengthen Northamptonshire’s reputa¬ 
tion as the home of motorsport, innova¬ 
tion and high performance engineering 
and will create thousands of jobs in the 
process, significantly boosting the local 
economy.” 

Northampton North MP Michael Ellis 
said: “This really is brilliant news, it 
really is fantastic for the town. With 
the reduction in rates and simplified 
planning procedures, we are sure to see 
far more employment. Northampton 
was competing with several other 
regions in the country, so to win the bid 
is superb.” 


Teenager spared prison after sex with minor 


A JUDGE spared a teenager who had 
unprotected sex with a 13 year old girl 
jail after saying she didn’t look ‘imma¬ 
ture’. 

Judge Michael Fowler gave Christoper 
Newman, 19, of Mills Close, Earls 
Barton a suspended sentence after he 
admitted having sex with the girl in his 
car. He will however have a two month 
weekend curfew and be on the sex 
offenders register for seven years. 

The judge made his comments after 
watching a DVD of the girl from her 
police interview and referred to recent 
court of appeal rulings that take into 
account the difference in age between 
the two parties in question. 

At the time that Newman had sex 
with the girl he was 18, five years older 
than his victim on September 18 last 
year. 

Prosecutor Elizabeth Gooderham said: 


“She was 13 at the time, but said that she 
had known Mr Newman for four to five 
months before and they would often see 
each other in Earls Barton. 

“They would also occasionally chat 
on Facebook. 

“She contacted Mr Newman on 
Facebook asking him to give her a lift 
in his car to her friend’s house.” 

On Monday, Northampton Crown 
Court heard how they drove to a 
Wellingborough industrial estate where 
they ended up having sex. The act only 
happened once and when interviewed, 
Newman said “it just happened.” 

Ms Gooderham said: “He believed she 
was 14 or 15, and said it happened in 
the spur of the moment.” 

Mitigating Matthew Kirk said that 
Newman was a hard working young 
man who was of good previous charac¬ 
ter. He also said that Newman’s par¬ 


ents had maintained that the young 
girl had been a willing participant in 
the act. 

Judge Fowler was highly critical of 
Newman’s parents and the attitude 
that they took. He sentenced him to 32 
weeks in a young offenders institute, 
suspended for two years. 

He said: “I understand that parents 
can be protective of their child, but it is 
not helpful when parents do not recog¬ 
nise when their child has done wrong. 

“You are now 19 and were 18 at the 
time of this, and it has been submitted 
to me that you were carried away by 
the opportunity, and although it is an 
unpleasant phrase it sums it up. 

“You knew she was under 16, she told 
you she was 14 or 15, and though I have 
seen on the DVD that she was not 
immature in appearance, the law is in 
place to protect young girls.” 


Gang leader jailed for unsuccessful store raids 


THE leader of a bungling drug addicted 
gang was jailed for trying to rob three 
different shops in one day. 

Daniel Dunn, 30, from Wootton, 
Northampton, was sentenced to two 
and a half years in prison for attempted 
robbery after raiding shops in Welling¬ 
borough, Wollaston and Raunds on 
February 2 this year. 

He also committed criminal damage 
while trying to escape arrest, hiding in a 
caravan. 

Dunn led a gang consisting of Derren 
Bedford, 38, from Northampton, and 
Rachel Reynolds, 23, from 
Peterborough, on the ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful spree. 

Lucy Fairclough prosecuting told the 
court how Dunn had gone into the Tesco 
on Cannon Street, in Wellingborough, 


and attempted to grab money from the 
till when it was open. He was unsuccess¬ 
ful and left in a car driven by Reynolds. 

The very same morning Dunn and 
Bedford entered the Co-op in Wollaston, 
where Dunn approached the till to buy 
chewing gum. When the till was opened, 
he reached in and grabbed £48.44 
before making off in the car. 

The gang then went to a shop near the 
Titty Ho garage in Raunds where they 
tried to use the same tactic. 

Ms Fairclough said: “When they were 
in the shop there was quite a lot of noise 
and an off duty police officer who was in 
the garage overheard and saw the group. 
He followed them, before producing his 
warrant card and telling them they were 
under arrest.” 

All three initially resisted arrested 


before being taken in. Northampton 
Crown Court heard on Monday how all 
three members of the gang were heroin 
and crack cocaine addicts who had long 
criminal histories. 

Sentencing Dunn, Judge Christopher 
Metcalf said: “You all have got criminal 
records, and are all asking for leniency, 
and are all drug addicts. As far as you are 
concerned Dunn, I have read how you 
have recovered, but that has only hap¬ 
pened while you were locked up.” 

Bedford was given 12 months in 
prison, suspended for two years, and 
ordered to attend monthly court reviews 
on his drug rehabilitation. 

Reynolds’ sentencing was adjourned 
until September to give her a chance to 
prove she could come off the drugs 
while on bail.

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Fixed cameras off but 
mobiles get speeders

POLICE have revealed that more than 
1,300 motorists were issued with 
speeding tickets last month, despite the 
county’s speed camera’s being switched 
off. 

Northamptonshire’s 40 cameras were 
deactivated by police in March after the 
£1 million funding to the Casualty 
Reduction Partnership was cut in the 
county council’s budget earlier this year. 

Police confirmed at the time that they 
would using mobile speed enforcement 
around the area to make motorists stick 
to the speed limit at problem sites where 
accidents often occur. 

At the same time officers from within 
the Operations Tactical Unit, Safer Roads 
Team and Safer Community Teams have 
been carrying out increased education 
and enforcement activity across 
Northamptonshire. 

Chief inspector Sean Bell said: “During 
July, we issued 1,311 fixed penalty 
notices for speeding and 43 drivers have 
been educated regarding their speed 
with verbal warnings. 

“Speeding is an unnecessary contribu¬ 
tor to the number of casualties on our 
roads and even when motorists are 
observing the limit they may still be driv¬ 
ing at an inappropriate speed for the 
conditions. Our officers are out and 
about on the county’s roads and will con¬ 
tinue to enforce and educate drivers 
flouting the law. 

“The operation will provide an 
enhanced policing response to speeding 
motorists throughout the county by car¬ 
rying out both education and enforce¬ 



ment activities.” The work is part of the 
police’s ‘Fatal Four’ campaign which 
focuses on the dangers of by driving 
while using a mobile phone, without a 
seatbelt, speeding or under the influ¬ 
ence of drink or drugs.

THE mindless violence and 
criminality we saw on our 
streets last week has no jus¬ 
tification or excuse. The 
selfish opportunism from a 
minority of hooligans can 
have no place in our 
Society. We owe a debt to 
Police forces up and down 
the country and to those 
courageous police who 
tried to restore order in 
such difficult circum¬ 
stances. 

The Prime Minister was 
right to recall Parliament. 
As I write, we have just 
spent nearly three hours in 
the Chamber discussing 
what can be done against 
the thuggery of a minority 
spreading fear and intimi¬ 
dation on our streets. MPs 
of all parties robustly con¬ 
demned the violence and 
destruction. 

There was no woolly 
minded hand wringing for 
once. As the PM said - these 
people are all ‘volunteers’ - 
no one made them loot and 
pillage, no one dragged 
them out onto the streets to 
take part. We have to get 
back to a Society where 
responsibilities are taken in 
equal measure to rights. 

I raised with the Prime 
Minister the possibility of 
spraying rioters with chem¬ 
ical dye so that they can 
easily be picked up by the 
Police the next day and he 
confirmed that the Police 
will look at all means to 
stop the violence. Criminal 
behaviour will be met with 
tough measures. 

We also, though, have to 
look at the root causes of 
this social breakdown and 
try to figure out why a 
minority of young people 
behave so aggressively 
towards other people and 
property without the 
restraint of any moral com¬ 
pass. 

I know from my work over 
the last 10 years with a 
charity OXPIP and now 
with NORPIP in 
Northamptonshire that 
some of these young thugs 
literally lack a properly 
developed ‘human’ part of 
their brain - they lack the 
brain capacity to restrain 
their anger and to feel 
empathy for others. 

It’s an astounding fact but 
proven by brain science 
that when babies are born, 
their brains are undevel¬ 
oped and, in particular, the 
frontal cortex, the part of 
the brain that allows empa¬ 
thy and all ‘human’ quali¬ 
ties, is not yet there at all. 

This part of the brain puts 
on a huge growth spurt 
when a baby is 6-18 months 
old, stimulated by the lov¬ 
ing attention of a primary 



carer (usually Mum). Babies 
whose parents ignore them, 
abuse them, neglect them 
and deprive them of loving 
attention commit their 
baby to a life long sentence 
of being ‘less than human’. 
Violent criminality, self 
harming, drug abuse, 
depression, homelessness - 
all of these are life sen¬ 
tences handed down by 
parents when baby was too 
young to do anything but 
cry himself into an exhaust¬ 
ed sleep. 

It’s my view that our socie¬ 
ty is paying the price of a 
cycle of misery passed 
down the generations - the 
baby girl that was neglected 
becomes the teenage Mum. 

Why? Because she is look¬ 
ing for someone who at last 
will love her. But when baby 
arrives, Mum can't cope 
and does the same to her 
baby as her Mum did to her. 
And so it goes on. 

OXPIP and NORPIP inter¬ 
vene early to help families 
that are struggling to form a 
secure bond with their 
babies. The results for the 
baby are quite simply life 
changing. Helping parents 
to form a secure bond with 
baby during the earliest 
weeks and months of his 
life will solve so much of the 
misery and social break¬ 
down we have seen on our 
streets over recent days. 

It may be too late for this 
generation but let’s call a 
halt to it now and ensure 
the next generation get a 
better start with a full func¬ 
tioning brain. My ambition 
during my parliamentary 
career is to see a parent 
infant project established 
in every county across this 
once great country. 

Prevention is so much 
kinder, and cheaper, than 
dealing with the devastat¬ 
ing consequences of poor 
early relationships.

Bairstow eves 
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£25m station plans 
get the green light

IT’S full steam ahead for the 
£25 million redevelopment of 
Northampton Railway Station. 

The new station, for which 
outline plans have been 
completed and approved, will 
provide an iconic gateway to the 
town, as well as more capacity 
and better facilities. 

Later phases of the scheme, 
which will be subject to a 
separate planning application in 
the future, include a major office 
development on land surround¬ 
ing the station. 

The plans will also support the 
redevelopment of former indus¬ 
trial land along the River Nene. 

The site is part of the proposal 
for a Northampton Waterside 
Enterprise Zone, which is cur¬ 
rently being considered by the 
Government and has the 
potential to create more than 
13,000 new jobs. 

West Northamptonshire 

Development Corporation 
(WNDC) is working in partner¬ 
ship with Network Rail to deliver 
the station scheme. 

They have officially completed 
the station’s outline design and 
have received ‘prior planning 
approval’ from Northampton 
Borough Council. 

Full planning permission is not 
required as the site is covered by 


Network Rail’s permitted devel¬ 
opment rights. WNDC’s chief 
executive, Peter Mawson said: “As 
part of the overall regeneration 
of Northampton town centre, the 
new station will support the 
creation of new jobs for local 
people. 

“With the outline design 
completed and approved, we 
have reached an important phase 
in this complex and long-term 
project.” 

Northampton Borough 

Council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration and enterprise, Cllr 
Tim Hadland, said: “A new and 
modern railway station is an 
important part of the regenera¬ 
tion of our town. 

“We already have a number of 
exciting projects underway and 


are working on proposals such as 
an Enterprise Zone which will 
bring businesses and jobs to 
Northampton. 

“To support our town’s growing 
needs we need excellent trans¬ 
port links, making the redevelop¬ 
ment of Castle Station essential. 

“As well as creating a modern 
facility to welcome people to our 
town, I hope we can also recog¬ 
nise the historical importance of 
the site and the castle’s place in 
Northampton’s history.” 

The project partners are explor¬ 
ing a range of funding options for 
delivery of the station. 

This includes a bid to the £950m 
Regional Growth Fund, which 
was submitted last month and is 
currently being considered by the 
Government.

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SOCIAL networks sites like Twitter and 
Facebook have exploded in popularity since 
they were launched. One of the organisations 
which has taken up using the two groups as 
a way of communicating with people is 
Northamptonshire Police. To find out what 
impact this way of ‘talking’ has had on the 
force, LAWRENCE JOHN spoke with the head 
of corporate communications, Tim Prince. 


THE recent rioting in major 
cities across the country high¬ 
lighted to Northamptonshire 
Police the importance of using 
social network sites. 

Since the disturbances which 
flared up in London, 
Birmingham and Manchester, 
the number of people following 
the Force on Facebook almost 
doubled in number from 6,000 
to 11,000. 

The police felt both sites 
proved very useful in getting 
messages to people who were 
worried as incorrect rumours 
spread across Twitter and 
Facebook about what was hap¬ 
pening in the county. 

Head of corporate communica¬ 
tions, Tim Prince, said: “What we 
have found during the recent 
disturbances is how social 
networking sites raise people’s 
concerns with rumours being 
spread. 

“This gave us a good opportu¬ 
nity to alleviate the rumours and 
get the facts out directly and 
people could re-tweet them to 
their frieds. 

“There are many organisations 
which use Facebook and Twitter 
as another website but we don’t 
as we use them to engage with 
people. 

“We have been using social 


network sites like Facebook and 
Twitter for over a year. 

“It is like anything else in life, 
this is now the way many people 
communicate. 

“Northamptonshire Police has a 
responsibility to work with the 
public and using social network¬ 
ing sites is one way. 

“We want to listen and respond 
to their needs while they follow 
us and become involved how we 
communicate with them. 

“In terms of Facebook the way 
it works is people become Tans’ 
of the site and then they get reg¬ 
ular updates. 

“The number of people follow¬ 


ing the force on Facebook is 
going up every day and the same 
has been happening with Twitter. 

“By joining they can take part 
in a conversation and ask 
questions of us.” 

There are no rigid guidelines 
for officers when tweeting and 
they can express themselves to 
show we are all human. 

This gives them chance to 
mention what they are doing 
during the day, give their 
thoughts on what they had for 
lunch or the test cricket or what 
they are looking for at that 
time, such as vehicles with no 
tax or insurance and drivers

L ET us not beat about the bush. 
The rioting and looting we 
witnessed on the streets in 
some areas of our country last 
week were little more than a 
sudden outbreak of blatant 
criminality. 

That is not just my opinion, it 
reflects the feedback I have been 
receiving from the people of 
Northampton South - the 
constituency I represent in 
Parliament. 

Northampton South is a 
microcosm of Britain in its ethnic 
make-up, and to that end, I have 
sought the views of my local 
people from across that ethnic 
spectrum, and I reflected much of 
the feedback when I spoke in the 
House of Commons emergency 
debate last Thursday. 

People want - indeed, expect - 
their politicians to stand up to 
those who are driven by a total 
disregard for others, and should 
make no apology for them. 

I was told in no uncertain terms 
that the first priority of politicians 
should be maintaining order on our 
streets; that we need to protect 
not just individuals in our 
communities; but also their 
livelihoods and the businesses 
where they work. 

They were the victims in the past

four days, not the people who 
chose to disregard and abuse 
them. 

Many of you want to see a 
change to the culture of our 
policing; that law enforcement, 
like justice, is seen to be done; 
and that the police are taking law 
enforcement seriously. 

We need to review police 
numbers. We need to look at what 
is happening this year and take the 
riots into account. The review 
should be not only about numbers, 
but about deployment, and we 
should conduct it before we make 
our decisions about budgets. 

People on the streets of 
Northampton tell me the riots 
were not a matter of poverty, 
ethnicity, multiculturalism, 
unemployment or cuts. They say 
claiming that is an insult to the 


many hundreds of thousands of 
people who come from 
underprivileged backgrounds and 
who have fought their way out 
and created successful lives. 

They deplore politicians 
misrepresenting important issues 
and putting political slant first. 
They deplore, too, that we make 
promises we cannot or do not 
keep, and that we 'spin', and show 
them disrespect. 

All in all, the message I was 
receiving time and again was this: 
politicians need to get their act 
together. 

We need to take responsibility 
for what we do, and listen to 
people we represent. 

I totally agree. 

Politicians are part of the 
problem. We now need to be part 
of the answer.

Katy’s cash raising efforts 
to help heroes nets award 


KATY Billings from 
Abington Park in 
Northampton is now 
officially a star. 

She has been named a 
Hospice Star by her 
colleagues at Yorkshire 
Bank for her fundraising 
work for Cynthia Spencer 
Hospice. 

The worker was among 
ten employees who have 
been selected for a special 
award for raising money 
for hospice care. 

Katy, who works at the 
Yorkshire Bank Financial 
Solutions Centre in 
Waterside Way, undertook 
two challenges in two 
years. 

In 2009 she organised for 
her and four colleagues to 
take part in the Yorkshire 
Three Peaks Challenge and 
more than £3,500 was 
raised. 

Katy decided to push 
herself even further and 
recruit a team to set out to 
tackle 24 peaks in 24 hours 
in the Lake District. 

Along with her three 
team members, she 
trained for approximately 


six months, before tackling 
this gruelling challenge, 
walking 54kms along the 
way.

Man sent to prison for having 
underage girls in his home 

A MAN who was banned from being with children under the age 
of 16 didn’t ask the teenage girls in his flat how old they were, 
because his previous offences only involved young boys. 

Steven Grosvenor, 38, was jailed for 12 months at Northampton 
Crown Court on Monday for breaching a Sexual Offences 
Prevention Order, which meant that he could not have children 
under 16 in his home. 

The order was put in place at Luton Crown Court in 2008 after 
Grosvenor was found with DVDs of young boys hidden in his car. 

The court heard how two young girls had visited his home in 
Northampton in May this year. 

Prosecutor Alex Bull explained that they had gone to the 
property where there was a group of people smoking cannabis 
and while there they took photos of each other on their phone 
and uploaded the images to Grosvenor’s laptop. 

The pictures were later spotted by a police officer during a 
routine check. 

Grosvenor claimed he didn’t know they were children, although 
they had been seen at the flat wearing school uniform. 

Defending him, Matthew Kirk said: “All of his previous offences 
were involving young boys, and it is for that reason that he did not 
try to attempt to find the ages of the girls.” 

Sentencing Grosvenor, Judge Christopher Metcalf said: “The two 
young girls were both aged 15, and the fact that they were in your 
home breaches the order. They were both quite clearly in school 
uniform. You knew that, and you knew that they should not have 
been in your house.” 

The court also ordered the destruction of the hard drive on 
Grosvenor’s laptop. 


Foreign work promise 
duo jailed after fraud

TWO men have been jailed for offering 
immigrants work that never existed. 

Milan Tkac and Tomas Zabenskay were 
each jailed for 27 months at Northampton 
Crown Court last Friday after being con¬ 
victed of fraud by false representation. 

They were also ordered to pay £1,580 
compensation. 

Tkac and Zabenskay charged people 
from Eastern Europe £350 to bring them 
over to Northamptonshire where they 
were promised work but often they would 


be abandoned in hotel rooms. Speaking 
after the case, Detective Superintendent 
Glyn Timmins said: “These men offered 
what seemed like legitimate opportunities 
for work in the UK. They met their victims 
at hotels giving the impression of a gen¬ 
uine, professional agency. 

“Some of the victims had to borrow the 
money from family members in their 
home country, leaving the victims deeply 
in debt. 

“In fact they would put their victims up 
in a hotel then make off with the fees paid 
by these workers leaving them 
abandoned in a foreign country. 


“I cannot imagine how frightening and 
upsetting it must have been for these vic¬ 
tims to find themselves abandoned with 
their hard earned money gone.” 

The enquiry was conducted by 
Northamptonshire Police and the UK 
Border Agency with assistance from West 
Midlands Police. 

A UKBA spokesman said: “These men 
traded in the lives of others, luring them 
across Europe with the promise of work 
that did not exist. 

“As this case demonstrates, people who 
commit immigration crime should expect 
to be brought before the courts.”

Metal raiders 
wreck site of 
popular steam 
rally festival

SIGNIFICANT damage has been caused to the headquarters 
of one of the county’s most popular attractions. 

Burglars stole metal fixings from the site of the Hollowell 
Steam Rally in Teeton Lane, Hollowell smashing up the build¬ 
ing in the process. 

The 25th rally, which took place in July, often attracts over 
40,000 visitors with more than 1,500 exhibitors. 

Police believe the burglary happened between 5pm on 
Wednesday August 10 and 6am on Thursday August 11. 

The thieves took 300 half inch round metal posts used for 
hanging barrier ropes from the sites admin hut and then 
entered a steel container by forcing their way through a securi¬ 
ty barrier and taking approximately 100 scaffolding clamps. 

They also took two hot water cylinders from the toilet blocks 
and then smashed 23 washbasins to get to the metal taps. 

A similar number held on storage racks outside were also 
smashed to get to the taps.

Tories under fire over 
Grosvenor promises

THE Northampton Labour 
group has criticised the 
Conservative authority for not 
keeping one of its election 
promises in the first 100 days of 
being in power. 

The Tory manifesto released 
before the election in May 
promised to take a hard line 
with Legal & General, the com¬ 
pany behind the redevelopment 
of the Grosvenor centre. 

Cllr Lee Mason, Leader of 
Northampton Labour Group, 
(pictured below right) said: “In 
the election the Conservatives 
made much of getting tough 
with Legal & General but since 
May 6 their rhetoric has sudden¬ 
ly been toned down. 

“The Tories rightly pointed out 
that people are tired of hearing 
announcement after announce¬ 
ment about the Grosvenor 
Centre but they have now in fact 
added to that disillusionment. 
It is clear that Legal & General 
aren’t going to give a specific 
date so the question for Cllr 
Palethorpe and Cllr Hadland is 
whether they are going to walk 
away from the agreement?” 

However the Conservative 
authority say it has had talks 
with the company and point out 
its other achievements since 
being in charge at Northampton 


Borough Council. Leader of the 
council, Cllr David Palethorpe 
(pictured right), said: “We were 
very firm with Legal & General 
before the election, and have 
been very firm with them since. 

“We are now looking forward 
to them submitting a planning 
application early next year.” 

The list of ‘achievements’ 
published by the Tories include 
freezing councillor allowances, 
one hour free parking to come 
in October, and supporting 
sports clubs in its development 
plans. 

Cllr Palethorpe said: “Before 
the election we laid out our 
vision for the town and made 
some very specific promises to 
the public through our mani¬ 
festo, and this is a good point for 
us to take stock and report back 
to residents on our progress.” 

He added: “We are now 
helping our sports teams move 
forward with their stadium 
plans, saving the taxpayer 
money by reducing manage¬ 
ment, helping the town centre 
economy by introducing one 
hour free parking and we have 
led by example by freezing 
councillor allowances. 

“I am pleased to say that we 
have already been able to imple¬ 
ment many of our key policies, 
but of course there is still much 
work to be done to put 
Northampton back on track. 





Abbey’s park will be 
shown more love...

THE restoration of the ornamen¬ 
tal water gardens in the grounds 
of Delapre Abbey is underway. 

Work started this week to trans¬ 
form the gardens to their original 
glory as part of Northampton 
Borough Council’s I Love My Park 
campaign, which is seeing 
£250,000 invested in parks and 
green spaces around the town. 

Located to the east of the walled 
garden, in its heyday the feature 
was made up of a number of cas¬ 
cades and ponds constructed 
using local stone and concrete 
interspersed with rock gardens 
that were retained and supported 
by walls of Northampton iron¬ 
stone. 

Over the decades the water 
gardens have fallen into disrepair 
with many of the original details 
obscured or buried under the 
accumulation of earth. 

The initial work, which will cost 
around £45,000 and take about six 
weeks to complete, will include 
emptying water out of the main 
pond, clearing debris, relining the 
network of interlinking ponds, 
digging trenches for the electrical 
supply that will feed the pond 
system and the installation of a 
water pump system. 

Leader of Northampton 


Borough Council, Cllr David 
Palethorpe said: “Delapre Park is 
one of the town’s much loved 
parks and it is wonderful to see 
this original feature being 
brought back to life. 

“I am also particularly pleased 
to see the work being carried out 
by local firm Plantsman, which 
just goes to show the great skills 
we have in the county. 

“I really hope that this will be the 
start of a much bigger project that 
could see the restoration of 
Delapre Abbey if our bid for 
Heritage Lottery funding is 
successful.” 

The Delapre water feature is 


thought to have been built by the 
last owner Miss Bouverie between 
1925 and 1937. 

Keith Smith from the Friends’ of 
Delapre Abbey, said: “We at FoDA 
are delighted that the Water 
Gardens will soon be returned to 
something like their former glory. 

“FoDA’s volunteers have spent 
hundreds of hours over the past 
few years tidying and removing 
excessive growth and also 
researching the source of the 
water flow. 

“We hope that the results of this 
work will increase interest in 
Delapre Abbey and attract even 
more visitors.”

The balloon’s set to 
go up on festival

THOUSANDS of visitors will be 
hoping for good weather as they 
attend the annual Balloon 
Festival. 

The spectacular event takes 
place this weekend at the Billing 
Aquadrome, with an estimated 
40,000 people expected to attend to 
see the balloons take flight and 
watch the American classic car rally. 

The Aquadrome has been the 
home for the festival since 2009, 
after it was axed by the previous 
authority at Northampton 
Borough Council. 

With 30 balloons booked every¬ 
one will be hoping that the 
weather is good enough for the 
inflatables to fly. Last year rain 
prevented many of the balloons 
getting into the air throughout 


the weekend. Current forecasts 
for the weekend show it to be 
overcast but with no rain. 

Mark Johnson, operations man¬ 
ager at Billing Aquadrome, said: 
“We are still relying on the condi¬ 
tions, but weather permitting we 
will have 40,000 people over the 
weekend, hopefully we will see 
plenty of the balloons taking 
flight.”

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Most of us are still hoping for a late summer 
and keeping the kids organised until at last.... 
they go back to school, so decorating is not top 
of the list. However now is a great time to go 
out and start planning your room transformation 
whether you are planning a complete overhaul 
with new fittings or just a change of colour 
pallet. Decide on your colour by either using 
what you already have in the room as a base or 
go to the other side of the colour wheel to 
contrast. Sometimes being bold can be a bit 
overwhelming but put wallpaper swatches up 
on the wall and live with them for a while before 
deciding, especially if going for a modern 
big print. 

Just changing the accessories can make 
a huge difference to a room and help to cheer 
you up in the coming Autumn and Winter 
months. Lots of shops have sales on and there 
are definitely a few bargains out there to be had. 


Now is a good time to take cuttings of tender 
perennials such as fuchsias and salvias into a 
good rooting powder before inserting into small 
pots.

Late flowering bulbs 
such as Agapanthus and Schistylis will 
appreciate watering as they come from parts of 
the world with high summer rainfall and don’t 
like to dry out. 

Roses can now stop being fed as it encourages 
soft growth that won’t have 
a chance to mature and will be prone to disease. 
Rambling roses can now be pruned, cut the old 
long stems that flowered and thin the 
non-flowering shoots as these should bloom 
next year. 

For your Camellias Azaleas and Rododendrons 
water well at this time of year otherwise the 
flower buds may not develop properly, a liquid 
feed can also be used to boost growth.

Dark side of 
Judy shows 
price of fame

TRACIE Bennett’s 

honesty shone through 
even in a ten minute 
interview. 

The Olivier Award¬ 
winning star of End of The 
Rainbow explained with 
clarity what she had to do 
in order to appear as Judy 
Garland. 

She describes the role as 
filling ‘big shoes’ and 
talked about the mental 
toughness and discipline 
required to inhabit and 
portray such a famous 
Hollywood star. 

The play shows a 
moment in time when 
Judy was trying to reclaim 
her showbusiness crown 
which she had seen slip 
through her fingers. 

The play is set in 
December 1968 when 
Judy is about to make 
another comeback in 
London. 

This great talent of her 
generation is trying to do 
this as she battles with 
drugs and alcohol and a 
gruelling schedule of 
exhausting The Talk of the 
Town concerts. 

Despite a series of failed 
marriages, Judy has her 
latest and youngest 
husband-to-be by her 
side, a man as determined 
as she that, at any cost, 
these concerts will mark 
the revival of her battered 
career. 

Explaining how she had 
grown into the role, Tracie 
said: “I tried not to be an 
impersonator or a copy¬ 


cat. I looked at the script 
from the point of view of a 
woman and what I am 
doing comes from a place 
inside. 

“I have learnt to be 
disciplined for what I 
have to do. 

“I have to keep on top 
form and this includes 
eating well, not talking in 
the afternoon, being care¬ 
ful when crossing the 
road and not going near 
people who have colds. 

“If I got slightly negative 
that would not be good as 
I have to keep a well oiled 
mind and give as good as 
a performance as I can. 

“I have to be positive as 
this is what it takes and I 
have to try my hardest for 
the audience to give them 
a good night.” 

Tracie described the 
play as showing the 
audience ‘the price of 
fame’. 

It shows with great 
detail the insecurity, the 
fragility of an ego and a 
reputation which is mag¬ 
nified when we see what 
goes on behind closed 
doors. 

This is one aspect of the 
play which Tracie feels 
many fans of Judy will not 
enjoy seeing but while 


there is sadness there is 
great humour in the play. 

She said people will 
watch it and find 
themselves laughing 
when they feel they 
should not be but that is 
because what they see is 
real. 

She said: “This is a play 
about the ‘price of fame’. 

“This is not digging coal 
but it is physical. 

“Everybody is different 
and they all deal with 
fame in a different way. 

“Everyone is sensitive 
and some can deal with it 
better. 

“This is a different world 

“We all know the story 
of Judy Garland and how 
she died. She was an addict 
on prescription drugs. 

“Not many people know 
about the sadness, they 
have an image of Judy 
Garland and might not 
want to see her vomiting 
or the after effects of the 
drugs. 

“You have to totally give 
up what you are doing to 
be an actor. 

“You can’t take this role 
home with you. 

“I have got a feeling for 
her as I have gotten used 
to playing her.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

N utley eyes 
Woods’ spot 


BEN Nutley is no stranger to facing international 
opposition in a Northampton Saints shirt. Now 
he hopes that experience will help him earn a 
regular spot in the first team this year. 

The flanker and several of his fellow academy 
members have been training with the first team 
throughout pre-season - something that they 
also got the chance to do during the last 
campaign. 

He believes that they have benefitted 
immensely from that experience, as well as 
being able to work with the first team coaching 
staff. 

Nutley [pictured below] said. “They’re always 
talking and helping you out, Dorian [West] 
especially with the forwards. 

“He’s telling you what you need to work on and 
what you’re doing well, so it has been a massive 
help. Even the older players are always helping 
you out giving you tips, pulling you aside and 
giving you tips, which is always a massive help 
as a young person. 

“The whole academy have been working hard. 

A few of the lads I live with played and played 
well, and I think it’s good here how the academy 
are included with the first team as we’re always 
working with top players. 

“You come in and you see Courtney Lawes and 
people like that, and then you’re training with 
them which is a bit of an eye opener. 

“But it’s training and you’re working hard and 
doing what you have to do.” 

Nutley made three appearances for the club in 
the LV= Cup last season during the international 
weekends, and is hoping he will be able to do 
the same when the Aviva Premiership kicks off. 

Tom Wood is likely to be one of those Saints 
players away on World Cup duty and Nutley is 
keen to fill his spot in the back row. However, he 
knows he must impress during the remaining 
pre-season games. 

He said: “I hope to get involved as much as I 
can, no matter where I play or how long for, it’s 
always good to get some game time. 

“Playing next to Calum [Clark] and Roger 
[Wilson] and some of the first team boys, they 
help you out a lot so it was good. 

“I’m hoping to get as many appearances as I 
can this year. Hopefully I can keep playing well 
and put a marker down to keep knocking on the 
coaches doors. I’ll just keep putting my head in, 
working hard and seeing what comes of it. 

“Hopefully I can just get a few appearances in 
the LV= Cup or the Premiership. With Woody 
away it’s a massive chance for me to be in the 
back row, but I just want to get as many 
appearances as I can.” 

Having featured two years ago when the 
Saints became the first Premiership side to face 
Russian opposition in VVA-Podmoskovye, the 19- 
year-old was in action on Friday evening when 
the national side visited Franklin’s Gardens. 

Nutley was in the XV that played the second 
half, setting up Calum Clark’s try and putting in 
an assured performance that drew praise from 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder afterwards. 

“We played a Russian side two years back 
when I was 17 and that was a very physical 
game, so we knew what to expect,” said Nutley. 

“The second team came out sharp and I think 
the first team looked the same, considering we 
have only been back in for a week. It was a good 
experience to be back out on the 
pitch, let off some steam and 
know how fit you are for the 
games coming up next week 
and going into the season. 

It was a massive 

experience for me. I made A' 
my tackles, got a few 
turnovers, but there are always 
things you can improve on. You’re 
going to be rusty in the first 
game of the year, but I think I 
set a good marker for me to 
work on and hopefully to take 
in with the coaches so I can 
work on it for the next 
games coming up.”

Mallinder’s not Russian 
to pick his best side yet

JIM Mallinder may be more interested in the 
performance than the results during pre¬ 
season, but on Friday evening he got both as 
Northampton Saints trounced Russia 54-19 in 
their opener at Franklin’s Gardens. 

The hosts ran in seven scores and were also 
awarded a penalty try in a game that featured a 
different Saints XV in each half. It was a domi¬ 
nant showing against an international side 
heading to the World Cup next month. 

Mallinder and his side are now in France on a 
two-game tour. Their first match was last night 
against Heineken Cup pool opponents from 
last season and this coming one, Castres 
Olympique, with a clash against Toulouse 
tomorrow evening. 

They are exactly the kind of tests that 
Mallinder wants his side to face this summer 
before the Aviva Premiership opener at home 
to Gloucester on September 4. 

“It is training in a way, said the Northampton 
director of rugby. “Next week they’ll probably 
get 60 minutes, maybe 80, and then the week 
after against Leinster we will probably pick as 
strong a 23 as we can which is, of course, the 
week before we play Gloucester. 

“I was hoping that we would score a lot of 
points and was hoping we wouldn’t concede 
too many, but I think we did to be honest. 

“Our defence needs looking at and there were 
a few slack tries there. That’s definitely one part 


of our game we will be looking to work on in 
training and improve. 

“That’s why you need tough games and why 
we have chosen our pre-season as it is, because 
you could easily choose weaker opposition and 
score lots of tries, and then go into Gloucester 
unprepared. 

“By the quality of opposition we have got, I 
don’t think we’ll go in without testing ourselves 
first.” 

With Northampton likely to be missing as 
many as eight players for the opening weeks of 
the season due to World Cup commitments, 
Mallinder has plenty of opportunities to look 
at other options during these four friendly 
games. 

He was pleased with what he saw, particularly 
from the new signings. Samu Manoa and Cesar 
Sempere both got on the score sheet with tries, 
Ryan Lamb and Martin Roberts slotted into the 
half back roles well, while Tom May and Noah 
Cato also earned plaudits. 

But Mallinder was also delighted with how 
the academy members involved on the evening 
performed and he is expecting the youngsters 
to be involved on a more regular basis when 
things get underway for real. 

He said: “It’s a young man’s game and you’ve 
got to get them playing young. There’s no 
reason why these lads can’t be playing at 18 and 
19. 

“If they can do all the conditioning and 
strength work then there is no reason why you 
shouldn’t get them in playing. 


“We’ve said all along how important the 
academy lads are and some of these lads have 
been training with the first team for a good 
year. 

“Some of Ben Nutley’s turnovers in the 
second half were fantastic and Charlie Sadler 
on the wing put in some really good tackles, so 
we were really pleased. 

“To see these lads play against a team that are 
in the World Cup is fantastic for them, it’s good 
experience.” 

Two games down, two games to go now, and 
after they return from France a trip to Dublin 
awaits Northampton as they take on Leinster 
next week in a re-run of the Heineken Cup 
final. 

“It really picks up for us now because we’ve 
got Castres, Toulouse, and then we go to 
Leinster the following Friday,” said Mallinder. 

“I’ve just looked at some of the results of 
English teams going over there in the last week 
and there have been some fairly heavy defeats 
for those sides. 

“In a way it’s to be expected a lot of the time 
because they are a week more advanced - their 
season starts a week earlier - and it’s very, very 
difficult to go to France and win. 

“It’s going to be a brilliant test for us - we’re 
going to work hard. 

It’s still a training camp, that’s how we’re look¬ 
ing at it, so it’s not about the results. 

It’s about us training hard and having two 
tough games to find out a little bit more about 
ourselves.”

NIALL O’Brien has ended speculation about 
his future by signing a new two-year 
contract that keeps the Ireland international 
with Northamptonshire until the end of the 
2013 season.

AS HE emerged for his post-match press conference 
on Tuesday evening, Gary Johnson was greeted with 
chants of ‘welcome back to Bristol’ from one or two 
Bristol Rovers fans still hanging around after the 
game.

Cobblers back into it. However fortunate Akinfenwa’s 
64th minute equaliser was, it was still a just reward for 
Northampton’s efforts and they could easily have gone 
ahead ten minutes later had Byron Webster’s diving 
header not gone over the bar. 

But less than a minute later, Zebroski’s deflected shot 
fell into the path of Harrold, who coolly slotted past 
advancing Cobblers keeper Sam Walker from ten yards. 
Goodnight, Irene, as the Rovers faithful sing. 

Johnson said: “I thought they mullered us in the first 
half and I was really disappointed with that, but in the 
second half we came out, gave it a bit of a go and I 
thought Lewis Young opened them up a little bit, and 
we did a little bit better in the second half. 

“But we’re disappointed to lose the game and I’m try¬ 
ing to knock them down a bit so I can build them up 
over the next two or three days because some of them 
didn’t do enough.” 

Northampton also lost Ashley Westwood and Paul 
Turnbull to injury during the game and Johnson will 
now have to wait to see if the pair are available for 
Saturday’s npower League Two encounter at home to 
Cheltenham Town. 

Johnson would not be drawn on whether he would be 
making any changes ahead of that game, which kicks 
off a run of four consecutive matches at Sixfields 
including next Tuesday’s Carling Cup second round tie 
with Wolverhampton Wanderers. 

“We’ve got the inquest of this one, you can’t just 
quickly move on,” he said. 

“I’ve asked them all to take a tape home, have a look 
at their own performances and report back tomorrow 
to let me know whether they felt they were effective 
enough as individuals. 

“I’ll have to wait and see when I come in as to what’s 
available and what I think will win the next couple of 
games, because to keep in touch we are going to need 
to get two good results at home. 

“Hopefully we can put a run of wins together at home, 
get six points and move into the next round of a couple 
of cups, but the boys will have to do a lot more than 
they did in the first half.”
